NEW  TRADE   BOOKSTORE 
ESTABLISHED

Alumnae  returning  to  the  campus  on 
Homecoming  Day  will  have  a  pleasant 
surprise  when  they  visit  the  newly  estab- 
lished trade  bookstore  in  Ann  Carter 
Lee.  The  large  room  on  the  main  floor, 
formerly  Lounge  A,  is  now  filled  with 
thousands  of  paperbacks  as  well  as 
prints  for  framing  and  a  few  hardbound 
best-sellers  and  special  editions  for  gifts. 

This  development  is  the  fulfillment  of 
long  held  dreams  of  a  group  of  the 
faculty  and  administration  that  MWC 
might  have  a  browsing-type  bookstore 
comparable  with  other  institutions.  In 
September,  1965,  Chancellor  Simpson 
appointed  a  Special  Committee  on  the 
Bookstore  consisting  of  fourteen  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  four  students  to 
study  the  matter  and  make  specific  rec- 
ommendations. In  October  the  com- 
mittee recommended  that  Lounge  A  be 
designated  as  the  location  for  the  Book- 
store and  undertook  a  study  of  the  ap- 
propriate furnishings  and  equipment. 
The  administration  was  quick  to  act  and 
by  January  there  was  a  sizeable  collec- 
tion of  books  for  sale,  new  lighting  in- 
stalled and  a  sales  clerk  assigned  to  the 
room.  Steel  shelves  were  borrowed  from 
the  Library  until  the  committee  com- 
pleted its  study  of  pemianent  furnish- 
ings. The  final  recommendations  were 
made  early  in  February  and  included 
the  purchase  of  several  factory-made 
display-shelves,  a  large  wall  display 
board  (similar  to  the  one  in  the  A-Iu- 
seum  of  Modern  Art  in  New  York 
City) ,  a  specially  designed  table  for  the 
display  of  prints,  lounge  chairs  for 
browsers,  and  other  items.  This  perma- 
nent equipment  is  now  on  order. 

One  of  the  more  interesting  features 
is  the  addition  of  a  group  of  literary 
magazines,  such  as  Atlantic,  Harper's 
and  Saturday  Review. 

Already  a  stream  of  browsers  (and 
purchasers)  is  in  evidence  at  almost  any 
hour.  It  is  becoming  habitual  to  drop 
in  before  or  after  a  visit  to  the  "C" 
shop  to  see  what  books  have  been  newly 
added.  General  store  items,  such  as 
cosmetics  and  candy,  as  well  as  cloth- 
bound  textbooks  ordered  in  bulk,  are 
still  available  in  the  old  bookstore  across 
the  hall.

HILLDRUP  MEMORIAL 
LIBRARY

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Rob- 
ert L.  Hilldrup,  there  will  soon  be  avail- 
able in  Monroe  Hall  a  collection  of 
books  to  commemorate  her  late  hus- 
band, who  was  professor  of  history  and 
chairman  of  that  department  until  his 
death  in  the  summer  of  1964.  Mrs. 
Hilldrup  decided  that  books  for  the 
use  of  students  would  be  a  most  fitting 
memorial  for  a  teacher  with  whom  the 
student  always  came  first. 

The  books  will  consist  of  400-500 
titles,  in  paperback,  dealing  with  all 
periods  of  histor)',  and  are  being  selected 
by  a  committee  of  three  members  of  the 
history  department  from  suggestions 
submitted  by  faculty  and  students.  Spe- 
cial bookcases  will  house  the  collection 
in  the  student  lounge  of  Monroe  Hall. 
Plans  are  to  have  at  least  the  nucleus 
of  the  collection  ready  for  the  begin- 
ning of  classes  this  fall. 

This  collection  will  represent  an  ideal 
supplement  to  the  previous  gift  to  the 
Monroe  Lounge  by  the  local  chapter  of 
Pi  Gamma  Mu  of  the  Dictionary  of 
American  Biography  and  the  Adams 
Dictionary  of  American  History.  These 
books  also  were  given  in  memory  of 
Professor  Hilldrup,  who  had  worked 
with  the  chapter  for  many  years. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  will  not  be  the 
end  of  donations  to  what  could  become 
a  most  useful  library  and  a  most  fitting 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  Professor 
Hilldrup.

VISITING  SCHOLAR  FROM  INDIA 
LOOKS  AT  EDUCATION   IN  AMERICA 


As  Miss  Eva  Shipstone,  Principal 
(President)  of  Isabella  Thoburn  Col- 
lege, Lucknow,  India,  meets  her  classes 
in  psychology  at  Mary  Washington  Col- 
lege this  semester,  she  finds  that  our 
girls,  like  the  brown-skinned,  black-eyed 
ones  she  teaches  in  her  native  land, 
present  very  similar  challenges.  "Edu- 
cation is  basically  a  stimulus-response 
situation,"  she  says,  and  she  believes 
that  her  students  here  work  as  hard  as 
those  in  India  to  discover  truth. 

However,  she  thinks  that  students  at 
MWC  have  better  background  prepara- 
tion for  college  than  most  Indian  girls, 
and  that  radio  and  television  have  given 
them  cultural  advantages  which  are  un- 
available to  many  in  India.  Although 
radio  is  widely  used,  it  is  not  a  free 
agency  there,  being  largely  under  gov- 
ernment control,  with  not  much  variety 
in  programs.  Delhi  is  the  only  city  which 
has  television  broadcasts. 

Highlighting  some  of  the  more  obvi- 
ous differences  between  life  at  Mary 
Washington  and  that  at  Isabella  Tho- 
burn, Miss  Shipstone  mentioned  the 
time  of  the  colles^e  session,  from  the  first 


week  in  July  to  the  last  in  April,  since 
May  and  June  are  the  hottest  months 
in  India.  Schedule-making  is  difficult 
at  Isabella  Thoburn,  she  explained,  be- 
cause students  are  given  considerable 
freedom  in  electing  combinations  of 
courses  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
since  they  have  to  remain  with  their 
choices  for  two  years.  Her  college  has 
an  Alumnae  Association  similar  to  ours 
but  with  a  less  active  program.  On 
Pounder's  Day,  which  honors  women 
who  have  served  the  college,  alumnae 
are  given  a  special  invitation  to  return 
to  the  campus. 

Isabella  Thoburn  College,  where  Miss 
Shipstone  is  administrative  head  as  well 
as  a  teacher,  was  founded  in  1870  as  a 
church  related  school,  educating  girls 
from  the  primary  grades  through  col- 
lege. In  1922  the  college  became  sep- 
arate. With  an  enrollment  of  about 
420,  it  remains  a  small  school  by  choice. 
Approximately  half  of  its  students  live 
in  dormitories.  The  others  are  day  stu- 
dents whose  parents  reside  in  Lucknow; 
otherwise  many  of  these  would  be  finan- 
cially  unable   to   attend   college.     Miss 


STUDIO  OPENED   IN   PARIS 

Chancellor  CMellct  C.  Sinqjson  repre- 
sented Mary  Washington  College  in 
Paris  on  April  21  at  the  dedication  of 
studios  belonging  to  the  University  Cen- 
ter in  Virginia.  The  studios,  which  are 
located  at  the  Cite  Internationale  des 
Arts  in  the  historic  Marais  section  of 
Paris,  will  be  occupied  by  artists  and 
musicians  from  the  student  bodies  and 
faculties  of  the  participating  educational 
institutions,  one  of  which  is  MWC. 

Anne  Everett,  '65,  is  now  studying  art 
in  Paris  under  an  Alumnae  Scholarship 
Grant. 

Shipstone  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  her 
college  is  open  to  qualified  girls  of  all 
classes,  and  that,  while  some  of  the  girls 
are  wealthy,  there  are  always  scholar- 
ships available  for  those  with  high  in- 
telligence and  little  money. 

This  earnest  educator,  who  adds  a 
touch  of  Eastern  chann  to  the  campus 
scene  by  wearing  her  native  sari,  be- 
lieves that  the  emancipation  of  edu- 
cated women  in  India  has  been  more 
complete  than  in  the  United  States. 
No  field  of  endeavor  is  closed  to  them, 
she  says,  illustrating  her  point  by  men- 
tioning the  top  political  position  held 
by  Mrs.  Indira  Gandhi.  Many  women 
are  making  careers  for  themselves  in 
medicine,  education,  social  service,  poli- 
tics, law,  engineering  and  clerical  work. 
In  America,  she  admits,  there  is  a  wide 
base  of  educated  women.  In  India  edu- 
cation for  women  has  increased  verti- 
cally; Indian  college  women  are  very 
highly  trained.  But  only  15  to  16  per 
cent  of  Indian  women  are  literate, 
which  leaves  the  college-educated  ones 
decidedly  in  the  minority. 

Miss  Shipstone,  who  speaks  excellent 
English,  as  do  most  educated  Indians, 
has  studied  in  several  American  colleges 
and  Universities.  She  holds  a  Master's 
Degree  in  psychology  from  Vanderbilt 
University,  did  graduate  work  in  Phi- 
losophy at  Boston  Unixersity  and  has  a 
Ph.D.  in  psychology  from  Radcliflfe  Col- 
lege. In  March  she  was  awarded  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Law  Degree  by 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College. 

Both  Dr.  Shipstone  and  Dr.  Grellet 
C.  Simpson  were  among  the  educators 
who  helped  set  up  the  U.  S. -India 
Women's  College  Exchange  Program. 
However,  she  is  not  at  Mary  Washing- 
ton under  this  program,  but  on  a  Ful- 
bright  Senior  Travel  Grant.

Se\-eral  feature  articles  about  alumnae  o{ 
Mary  Washington  College  have  reached  the 
Alumnae  office  in  the  past  few  months  These 
articles  reflect  a  \ariety  of  activities  of  a  few 
alumnae  which  may  well  represent  the  cath- 
olicity of  interest  of  our  alumnae  in  general. 


Headlined  in  papers  across  the  country  in 
March  was  Arine  Lurton  Ott  Scott,  class  of 
'60.  and  wife  of  the  Gemini  8  pilot.  Major 
David  Scott,  America's  second  space  walker. 
Wives  of  famous  men,  whether  they  be  the 
President  or  an  astronaut,  find  themselves 
and  their  families  in  the  spotlight  as  the  pub- 
lic tries  to  identify  with  its  heroes,  so  Lurton 
Scott  was  photographed,  interviewed,  and 
asked  to  share  her  emotions  with  others  al- 
most as  much  as  her  husband. 

In  an  article  in  the  Richmond  Times-Dis- 
patch on  March  6,  she  said  "My  husband  is 
getting  ready  to  walk  in  space,  but  I  am  still 
changing  diapers,  vacuuming  the  house  and 
shopping  for  groceries."  She  continues,  "I 
can't  truthfully  say  that  I'm  scared  and  many 
people  don't  understand  this."  She  attributes 
her  feeling  of  confidence  partly  to  her  knowl- 
edge of  what  will  be  happening  in  the  air. 
The  daughter  of  a  retired  Air  Force  general, 
she  has  flov\n  since  she  was  in  grade  school. 

She  met  David  Scott,  also  the  son  of  an 
Air  Force  general,  at  his  10th  birthday  party, 
but  did  not  see  him  again  until  he  had  gradu- 
ated from  West  Point.  After  she  had  attended 
MWC  for  two  years,  they  were  married. 
They  have  two  children,  a  girl,  Tracy,  nearly 
5,  and  Douglas,  2.  Sue  Ott,  sister  of  Lurton, 
graduated  from  MWC  in  the  class  of  '55. 


A  feature  article  by  Murry  Frymer  tells 
how  Adelaide  Brail  Aims  '47,  of  Freeport, 
Long  Island,  conceived  the  idea  for  the  TV 
show,  "Fractured  Phrases,"  presented  over 
NBC.  After  seeing  a  picture  of  Mrs.  Aims 
in  Newsday  a  production  assistant  for  CBS 
asked  her  to  appear  as  a  contestant  on  the 
"'Video  'Village"  show.

The  two  housewives 
hope  to  think  up  other  games  which  can  be 
used  on  Television. 


A  third-year  nursing  student  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  golden-haired  Mary  Brun- 
dage,  who  took  pre-nursing  courses  at  MWC 
has  won  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  girl 
to  compete  in  the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference 
Sv\'imming  meets.  Mary,  who  is  a  member  of 
the  University  of  Virginia  swim  team,  is  rated 
as  one  of  the  top  20  women  swimmers  in  the 

United  States.  In  an  article  in  the  Washing- 
ton Post  Potomac  Magazine  for  March  6, 
Carolyn  Bell  Hughes  says  of  her  that  in  a 
male-oriented  University  Mary  "has  over- 
come whistles  with  a  stunning  back-stroke" 
to  win  the  team's  respect. 


Holding  a  national  record  in  drag  racing 
is  the  distinction  Betty  Davies  Yates  '51,  of 
Powhatan,  has  won,  according  to  an  article 
in  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  for  Janu- 
ary 16,  1966.  Mrs.  Yates,  who  entered  Mary 
Washington  College  in  1947  and  spent  the 
ensuing  four  semesters  there,  does  most  of 
her  racing  at  the  Richmond  Dragway  near 
Byrd  Airport.  She  says  her  husband.  El- 
wood  F.  Yates,  Jr.,  who  enjoys  preparing 
cars  for  racing,  aroused  her  interest  in  the 
sport.  She  believes  that  drag  racing  fulfills  a 
useful  purpose  in  providing  a  proper  drag- 
strip,  supervision  and  safety  rules  for  high- 
speed driving. 

Mrs.  Yates,  who  is  the  mother  of  three 
children,  Elwood  10,  Bill  8,  and  Kathy  12,  is 
active  in  several  clubs,  does  volunteer  Red 
Cross  work  with  paraplegics  at  McGuire 
Veteran's  Administration  Hospital,  and  sang 
in  the  Chorus  of  "Fanny"  at  the  Virginia 
Museum  Theatre. 


Lenore  Dougherty  Hulcher  '35  and  hus- 
band, Charles,  of  Hampton,  and  their  new 
home  on  a  historic  site  were  the  subjects  of 
a  lengthy  article  by  Ed  Laborwit  in  The 
Daily  Press  of  Newport  News-Hampton  on 
October  24,  1965.  When  excavation  was 
started  for  their  beautiful  house  on  the  penin- 
sula, a  brick  wall  was  discovered  and  later 
the  foundation  of  a  house,  as  well  as  several 
"middens,"  shallow  openings  in  the  ground 
which  early  settlers  and  Indians  used  to  bury 
waste  material.

MEET  AAARGARET  BEAR, 
CLASS  OF   1917 


Girls  at  Mary  Washington  College  were 
just  as  busy  in  1917  when  it  was  called  "The 
State  Normal  School"  as  they  are  today,  if 
the  activities  of  Elizabeth  W.  Irvine  White, 
Home  Economics  major,  were  typical.  Dur- 
ing her  three  years  at  the  college  she  helped 
pay  her  expenses  by  working  long  hours  in 
the  library,  but  found  time  to  be  business 
manager  of  the  annual,  soloist  in  the  glee 
club,  Class  Poet,  and  President  of  the  YWCA. 
She  also  started  The  Tattler,  the  first  Liter- 
ary Society  newspaper,  placed  first  in  swim- 
ming in  her  senior  year  and  for  two  years 
won  the  Annual  Award  for  the  best  poem. 
She  says  that  in  1917  "Mary  Harwood  and  I 
were  so  loaded  with  offices  it  was  decided  to 
put  in  the  point  system  the  next  year." 

After  graduation,  she  taught  for  two  years, 
then  entered  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  in  Richmond,  linishing 
her  graduate  work  there  in  1921.  The  fol- 
lowing two  years  she  was  the  City  Missionary. 

In  June  1923  she  married  the  Rev.  James 
Edwin  Bear,  and  in  August  they  sailed  for 
China  to  become  missionaries  for  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  Their  first  year  was  spent  in 
Nanking  learning  the  Chinese  language  with 
about  a  hundred  other  students  from  many 
parts  of  the  world.  Next  they  were  sent  to 
Chinkiang  where  they  spent  six  "exciting  and 
sometimes  dangerous  years."  When  they 
learned  after  returning  to  America  for  a 
year's  furlough  that  Mrs.  Bear  had  contracted 
an  Oriental  disease,  Mr.  Bear  became  profes- 
sor of  the  Greek  New  Testament  and  later 
held  the  Chair  of  Christian  Missions  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  where  he 
taught  for  thrity-two  years. 

Continuing  her  work  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  Mrs.  Bear  founded  and  op- 
erated "The  Missionary  Closet"  which  sup- 
plied used  and  new  clothing  to  missionaries 
and  church  workers  the  world  over.  This  vol- 
untary service,  by  which  clothes  were  do- 
nated and  distributed  without  charge  to  those 
in  church  work,  became  established  in  the 
Presbyterian  Seminaries  in  the  U.S.  and  now 
employs  a  full-time  paid  worker.  When,  in 
1963,  Mrs.  Bear  retired,  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Education  established  a  scholar- 
ship in  her  name  recognizing  the  services 
she  had  provided  through  "The  Missionary 
Closet." 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bear  are  now  retired, 
but  live  near  the  Seminary.  He  is  writing  a 
book  on  China. 

The  Bears  reared  four  children,  three 
daughters  and  a  son.  The  oldest  daughter  is 
the  wife  of  a  professor  of  English  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Georgia.  The  second,  following 
family  tradition,  is  a  missionary,  as  is  her 
husband,  to  the  Republic  of  the  Congo.  The 
third    daughter   is   a    librarian    in    the    Rich- 
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Vera  Burton  Buxton 

PEACE  CORPS  VOLUNTEER 

Vera  Burton  Buxton  '63,  of  Waynesboro, 
has  been  named  a  Peace  Corps  Volunteer  and 
was  among  a  group  of  other  volunteers  who 
departed  for  Panama  on  November  21.  Some 
of  these  members  of  the  Peace  Corps  will 
work  in  community  development  in  remote 
Indian  settlements.  Others  will  be  employed 
in  agricultural  extension  and  the  establish- 
ment of  cooperatives  in  the  central  province 
where  they  will  help  define  the  common 
problems  of  the  community  in  which  they 
live,  and  work  with  the  native  citizens  toward 
finding  solutions. 

There  are  now  10,000  other  Peace  Corps 
Volunteers  active  in  46  nations  of  Asia, 
Africa  and  Latin  America.  Many  more  are 
needed.  The  Peace  Corps,  with  headquar- 
ters in  Washington,  D.  C,  gives  placement 
tests  throughout  the  country  on  the  second 
Saturday  in  each  month  for  applicants  who 
are  willing  to  spend  two  years  helping  under- 
privileged peoples  around  the  world. 


A  member  of  the  class  of  1958,  Shirley 
Heim  (Mrs.  Phillip)  was  named  by  the 
Fredericksburg  Jaycees  as  the  Outstanding 
Young  Educator  of  1965.  Mrs.  Heim  teaches 
at  Maury  Elementary  School.  In  addition 
to  representing  the  area  in  the  state  compe- 
tition, she  will  receive  a  $150  scholarship  for 
summer  graduate  studies.
